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17th ANNUAL _QCWA QSO_PARTY 
One of the best activities of QCWA has been the Annual QSO Party. The 
QS0 Party was originally conceived and outlined by Stan Belliveau. We 
are all thankful that Stan, W7AYO had the inspiration which came while 
he was participating in an "On the Air Board Meeting" of the Chapter 
in the fall of 1957.. In the beginning it was planned as a vehicle to 
get the old-timers on the air to renew old friendships at least once a 
year throughout the whole QCWA rather than just within their own indi- 
vidual Chapters. Arrangements, log checking and all of the other work 
required to make a successful party were handled by Dr. Spike,  W70S, 
and Charles Emigh, W7ER, with the help of the whole Northwest Chapter. 
After 17 years, that first QSO Party has now grown by leaps and bounds 
QCWA members from over the entire world taking part in the Party....., 
With so many participating, the QSO Party has evolved into a snappy 
Operating exercise, wherein contacts with as many QCWA members as one 
can get hold of, rather than longer QS0's associated with rag-chewing. 
This years party is a new ball-game, and you'll find some rag-chewers, 
if you ITke that, and some 40 WPM ops too...Join in and have some fun! 


The Official Rules for the 17th Annual QCWA QSO Party have been set up 
to simplify the procedure and to give everyone an equal chance to make 
a good score. Scoring in the Party is made up of two factors; 1. The 
total number of contacts made with QCWA members (multiple ¢ontacts on 
different frequencies or otherwise may not be counted)..and 2. A mul- 
tiplierwhich is made up of the total number of countries, states, or 
provinces, Each such contact provides a multiplier of 1. There are 
no single contacts with multipliers: greater than |. 


The Party Starts: 2400 GMT, Feb. 8, and ends; 2400 GMT, Feb. 10, 1974 
OFFICIAL RULES 


Contacts Every contact made with another QCWA Member will count as 
a single point. Repeat contacts on other frequencies, or 
bands do not count for additional points. 


Multipliers Every member will receive a multiplier of (1) for each 
state, province, country or political sub-division desig- 
nated by a call-sign prefix, i.e., XEl, XE2, Gl, G2 as. an 
example will each be a multiplier of (1). Each State of 
the U. S. is a multiplier of (1). Multiple contacts with 
individual states, or call-sign prefixes do not count for 
multipliers, All such contacts must of course be with a 
QCWA member. Special callsigns such as GB2 do not count. 
There are no multipliers greater than (1). 


Frequencies Activity will be found within about 5 kHz of the follow= 
ing frequencies: 


€W - 3550, 7050, 14050, 21050, 28050 kHz 
SSB/AM - 3900, 7240, 14270, 14340, 21390, 21435, 28600 
RTTY - 3595, 7095, 14095, 21070, 28070 kiz 


Stay as close to these frequencies as possible, i.e., in 
the band + - -kHz from the above center frequencies. If 
you meet an old friend for a rag-chew, move just above or 
below the 10 kHz operating bands specified above. Please 
be courteous to all other Amateurs. 3

It will be the responsibility of each contestant to list his contacts 
and multipliers on the log sheets, and calculate his own score before 
sending his log to W9KO. A sample calculation might be: 


150 contacts in 30 States x1 = 30 
10 contacts in 5 provinces = 5 

9 contacts in 5 foreign = 5 
169 169 x 40 = 6760 points 40 


The two right-hand columns are to be checked for each valid contact & 
for each valid multiplier which ts unduplicated, Total ‘for each page.

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Editorial Comment -. stuff and things: 

We, in QCWA have again come to the end of a bi-annual period, having at 
+ this time completed election and installation of new Officers and Dir- 

ectors who are charged with provding leadership for the Organization... 

It seems desirable to take stock of owrselves at this time - to perhaps 

draw conclusions as to the effectiveness of QCWA and to possibly look a 

bit into the future. 


The 1971 Election saw an abrupt change from past policy, wherein each 
election the then Vice President was generally elected to the President 
tal Chair, The Honorable Barry Goldwater was nominated and elected as 
President. Many felt that he would be unable to give enough time to 
QCWA, but such was not the case - one of the really busy men in America 
did come through for QCWA and Amateur Radio, as he has many times in 
the past. In addition to the time and effort spent in our behalf, his 
position as President of QCWA lent Dignity and Prestige to ourselves & 
to QCWA...From QCWA-ers everywhere ''Thank You Barry.’ 


A number of things took shape out of the 1972-1973 period brought sev- 
eral changes - an increase in dues, and in the cost of Life Memberships 
made necessary because of increased postal charges, printing and other 
costs of running the Association. The past two years saw Introduction 
of the endorsements stickers for the old-timers having more than 50 yrs 
In Amateur Radio. This was a welcome addition to the portion of QCWA 
dealing with honoring the pioneers In Amateur Radio. About a year ago 
A new Certificate of Merit was introduced, authorized specifically as a 
means to honor those who give of their time and means to promote the 
welfare of QCWA and Amateur Radio, Across the country Chapters that 
have been inactive have suddenly bloomed into life - with new members & 
new men working to promote friendship and fellowship - the mainstays of 
QCWA, Individual memberships have climbed steadily to over 6000 at the 
time of this writing...it has truly been a good period, a balanced bit 
of growth and achievement in which all may take pride, 


Speaking Editorially, QCWA stands now at the threshhold of a new period 
of its exlstance. Several routes are open to us ~ we may, for instance 
place more emphasis on social activity - a route easy to follow, and in 
most cases satisfying...on the other hand we might lean a bit toward an 
active interest in where Amateur Radio is going, and develop interest 
in what we might do to assist its growth, It is probably best that We 
follow a tested and true policy of development of our Social Activities 
because herein we find a meeting ground for development of understand- 
ing and trust without which we cannot accomplish anything. As we gain 
in the acceptance of each other, we can then begin taking an interest 
in Amateur Radio - the very basis of our existance. There are certain 
to be areas of agreement among us and upon which we may express our- 
selves. | cannot personally conceive of a group having greater experi- 
ence In business, law, finance and living than QCWA...the prestige of a 
group of this type would be tremendous, and can swing the balance when 
we might be faced with the loss of our privilege of operating our Radio 
Stations. It is the job of our leadership to find such areas of agree- 
ment and to shape policies wherein we can exert our strength in behalf 
of Radio Amateurs everywhere. This Is a difficult and treacherous job, 
but -the satisfactions can be magnificent for all of us. Who among us 
would not fight to perpetuate the Radio privileges we have had for our 
grandchildren? : 


QCWA has a new President, and a new Board of Directors and Officers. We 
can take pride in these men, all of whom are a credit to QGWA: It is 
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a pleasure to welcome Mr. Frank Gunther, W2ALS as President of QCWA for 
1974-1975 years. There are few honors that have not been deservedly a- 
warded to Mr. Gunther, He has held positions of great responsibility 
In Business Administration and in Engineering. To list only a part of 
work and the recognitions given him would require several pages of this 
size. It 1s with anticipation that we look forward to Inspired leader- 
ship and a real surge forward fn the spirit of fellowship and achieve~ 
ment in QCWA. It was with pleasure that we noted the nomination and 
election of Harry Wills, WIDJ, as Secretary of QCWA. He will serve us 
well...and likewise, on the Board of Directors, G. D. Meserve, WAHG who 
has long been associated with Amateur Radio and who can be counted upon 
to assist In setting goals for QCWA in the future.

Ment was that Spark was outlawed in 1923!!! Not so! Here is an ex- 
cerpt from the ''New'' Amateur Regulations dated July 24, 1924. ''To all 
Supervisors of Radio, Sirs: Effective this date you are authorized to 
issue general and restricted amateur radio station licenses to permit 
the use of any one or all of the following bands of short-wave lengths: 
-75 to 80 meters, 40 to 43 meters, 20 to 22 meters, 4 to-5 meters, in 
addition to the band 150 to 200 meters provided application is made by 
the owner of the station, which station must be prepared to use the 
wave lengths, requrested. The use of continuous wave telegraphy only 
will be permitted on wave lengths other than 150 to 200 meters and the 
antenna circuit must not be directly coupled to the transmitting cir- 
CUTE ceccvcee” Herein is the definite authority to continue with the 
use of spark, radio-telephone and/or ICW on the band 150 to 200 meters.

Joe Andrew, W4EFG, born February 10, 1913, living until August 5, 1973. 
Lt. Col. Joseph D. Andrew was born in Burlington, N. C., the son of J. 
D. Andrew, pastor of the First Reformed Church. Joe was known as the 
"Flying Chaplain" flying to isolated outposts over the world to bring 
comfort to servicemen of all faiths. As Joe's father before him went 
whereever he was needed, traveling by horse and buggy, giving himself 
to all in need of comfort and faith, so did his son Jive. Joe didn't 
have a horse and buggy - he used and airplane - but he humbly gave him- 
self to the same missions, to those in need, but who were isolated from 
the rest of humanity, Joe Andrew would have felt just as comfortable 
in a buggy as in an airplane, for he-seldom was tied to systems or pro- 
cedures. He had a mission, and that was the main point to consider, as 
he gave himself to people who needed him.

19, 1973. Carman R, Runyan, Jr., 
130 East End Avenue, a pioneer in 
the development of FM radio, died 
today at the age of 80, 


In 1934 Mr. Runyan helped his old 
friend Major Howard Armstrong, by 
building the first FM station at 
544 North Broadway In Yonkers,Mr. 
Runyan's home at the time, . From 
this station W2AG, Runyan beamed 
the first public FM signals to a 
meeting of the IRE at the Engin- 
eers Building on 39th Street in 
New York City, on the evening of 
November 5, 1935. 


Mr. Runyan was founder-President 
of Radio Engineering Laboratories 
(REL), the first firm licensed to 
manufacture FM equipment. Runyan 
was an early Amateur, and one of 
the founding members of the Radio 
Club of America, of the IRE and a 
recipient of the Armstrong Medal. 


He served as a Naval Officer for 
both world wars, resigning his 
Commission as Commander in 1945.

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Now See This!! .- We have received a truly excellent idea 
rom Mac McGraw, W5QB. Mac has suggested that QCWA might 
prepare a bar, to be either attached directly, or with 
small metal rings, to the familiar QCWA lapel pin. We 
have prepared a simple sketch, at the right, showing 
about what is proposed. If such a device is practical, 
it might be awarded to QCWA members having 50 years or 
more of service to Amateur Radio. It would be desirable to make the 
bars in 5-year increments with awards at 50, 55, 60 and 65 years in 
Amateur Radio. It has occurred to us that a plan of this type might 

be popular with all QCWA members, and that the bar might be made avail= 
able, at cost, for 25, 30, 35, 40 and 45 years service...and that for 
members of 50 years or more, at no cost, It is possible that a small 
charge above cost might be made of those younger members, to assist in 
paying for the bars for the older members. In the sketch above, the 
bars would be attached by tiny loops, similar to the manner by which 
the Army attaches bars denoting higher grades In rifle Shooting. While 
this Idea seems fine here, it is advisable that if members like it, 
that it be discussed in Chapter meetings, and then if desired, Chapter 
Officers may transmit the members feelings to the President and Board 
of Directors of National QcWA for their action. It is certain that 
there would be some first tooling costs involved, and these would have 
to be paid, probably by the members, since the National Organization 

is having fits paying the postage bil] now-a-days! Think it over, let 
us know what you think, and better yet, let your Chapter Officials see 
how you feel about it. 


REMARKS ON THE ELECTION - Elsewhere in this issue of the News will be 
Found a report on the ballots cast and the Officers elected. A number 
of members have commented on the lack of alternate candidates offered 
on the Ballot. It is probable that the exact function of the nominat~ 
Ing committee is not clearly known. It is our understanding, from Art.

ate for each Office. The By-laws provide a means for members throug- 
out the Country to nominate, by petition candidates for any Office. It 
was requested in both the March & June Issues of the Newsletter, hoping 
that Chapters throughout the Country would find good candidates, and 
that they would make the nominations by petition. This was done In one 
case only! 


Jt may be that members throughout the Country might have recommendation 
they would like to make for clarification of the Nominating Committees! 
duties, for the Balloting, and so forth. If this is the case, we would 
point out that a method exists for such activity. As you know, our by~ 
laws provide the rules for such functions, as outlined in Article VI..
